Origins of Corporation Leigh 
Park Bus routes

Mr. Ben Hall—General Manager—of the CPPTD [City of Portsmouth Passenger Transport 
Department], recognised in 1947 that he would need to serve 
the new Leigh Park overspill housing estate for Portsmouth, 
being built on the former Leigh Park Estate of the Staunton 
FitzWygram families at Havant. 

The first move for this occurred on Sunday 18 th May 
1947, when former trolleybus route 1/2, from the Dockyard 
to Cosham ‘Red Lion’ was ‘temporarily’ converted from 
Trolleybuses to Motorbuses designated M/N, and extended 
to Farlington. 

It should be noted that Mr. Ben Hall always intended 
to convert this route to trolleybuses. But he retired in 1951— 
on the departments 50 th Anniversary—and his successor was 
that it remained a motorbus service. 

Feigh Park had to wait until 1949 before it received it’s first direct service to Portsmouth, when 
the M/N [M Feigh Park top Dockyard; N Dockyard to Feigh Park] was extended from Farlington 
[Rectory Av.] to Feigh Park [the Cricketers] via Havant Road, Bedhampton, 

Stockheath Fane and Riders Fane, on Sunday 29 th May 1949. 

The service 
M/N in fact had two 
short workings also, 
making a a 10- 
minute service 

within Portsmouth, one short working to Cosham 
Railway station and the other to Farlington Rectory 
Ave, leaving just one bus per hour to travel on to 
Feigh Park.

The bus service turned around outside the 
Cricketers pub in front of Stockheath Common, probably reversing into the pub forecourt. An old 
estate bridge prevented the service going any further into the new estate until a new one was 
constructed later. 

Above right Destination blinds for service N above, Photo above left is what 
the terminus would have looked like outside the Cricketers pub in Riders Lane Leigh Park in 1949. 

It was extended from Riders Fane via what became 
Purbrook Way/Botley Drive junction on Sunday 18 th June 
1950; it was then further extended along Botley Drive to the 
junction of Rownhams Road on Sunday 6 th May 1951. It 
was later extended to the junction of Middle Park Way and 
finally to The Warren. 

On Sunday 12 th June 1955 service M/N was 
redesignated 148A and 148B, the former continued via 
Botley Drive, but the 148B diverted from Stockheath Fane, 
via Barncroft Way, Purbrook Way, Dunsbury Way/Middle 
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Park Way junction. As the readers may know the current Stagecoach service 23 more or less combines 
both the former 148A/148B services. 

Service 148B was further extended from the junction of Middle Park Way/Dunsbury Way 
along Middle Park Way to Crondall Avenue on Sunday 10 th June 1956.

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Leigh Park Bus depot: land in Fullflood Road off Dunsbury Way was purchased towards 
the end of 1956, the cost of the land was £860, and the cost fencing, lighting and erection of buildings 
cost£3,125. The depot (open air) was extended and concreted during 1963 at an additional cost of 
£2,144. The open air depot was brought into use during September 1956. 

Today it is used by a car hire firm, having been sold off by Stagecoach when they took over the 
undertaking in 1989.

A completely new network of bus services came into operation in Leigh 
Park on Sunday 18 March 1979 bringing improvements and additional 
services to most residents. The move follows discussioas in recent months 
between the joint operators — Southdown and Portsmouth City Transport 
— and locally interested parties including Havant Borough, Portsmouth 
City, and Hampshire County Councils. 

Bus service numbers, routes and timetables have all changed. So we hope that the 
information provided here will show how the new services will generally affect YOU 
and why the overall changes were essential. 


A free 36-page timetable booklet has already 
been published separately and is available from 
Southdown enquiry offices at Havant (Market 
Parade); Hilsca Garage; North End; the Coach 
Station at Winston Churchill Avenue 
Portsmouth; and from Portsmouth City 
Transport offices at North End and Eastney. 
Leaflets arc available by post from cither 
operator. 

Meanwhile the details shown here identify 
the new service numbers, the routes on which 
they are operating, and the general frequency 
of services. 


Why change services anyway? 

It is said often enough that there are four basic 
requirements for a successful business the 
right goods in the right place at the right time 
and the right price. This is as true of running 
a bus service as It is of a shop, an engineering 
works or a theatre. It’s no use making 
expensive hats if everyone wants inexpensive 
shoes. 


The Right Goods 

You need a reliable bus service that will get you 
to your destination efficiently by the most 
convenient route, without undue delay or fuss. 


The Right Place 

You want to be taken to work, to go shopping, 
to visit friends or relatives, to go sightseeing or 
just have a day out with the kids. 


The Right Time 

You won’t thank us if we get you to work a 
quarter of an hour late, or into tow n before the 
shops open or after they close. It can spoil a 
day out if you can’t get home in time for your 
favourite tv or radio programme. 


The Right Price 

You don’t want to pay for a ten-mile journey 
to land up two miles from where you started. 
Neither do you want to pay for the ‘privilege* 
of being the only passenger on a 74-seater bus. 


In a short sentence, you want to get from A to 
B and back again in the shortest time, at the 
lowest cost. 


So Southdown and Portsmouth City Transport 
are constantly in touch with bus users’ 
organisations, parish, district and county 
councils, and wc value your opinions too. 

Bus crews are also regularly consulted; it is to 
them, after all, that passengers frequently pass 
their comments. 

Inflation affects bus operators just as it affects 
everyone else, so we need constantly to 
improve efficiency, cut costs and reduce losses. 

Add to this the continually changing scene - 
developing housing and industrial estates; new 
schools; newly established shopping and 
entertainment complexes; revisions to 
hospital visiting times, and rail timetables; etc; 

- and the inevitability of occasional changes 
to bus routes and timetables becomes clear. 

Our overall aim with the new Leigh Park 
services is to improve facilities where they arc 
most needed by diverting resources from 
uneconomic and unsupported routes. 

But if nine people want a bus at 0830 and one 
person wants it at 0835 it is impossible to please 
all ten. 

In introducing new- services which will benefit 
most of the Leigh Park community we realise 
that a few passengers may feel inconvenienced. 
Anyone suffering real hardship can be certain 
of a sympathetic hearing by noting the 
relevant details in a letter to the ‘Traffic 
Superintendent’ and handing it to any bus 
driver.
